Double the teacher, double the caring, double the 
variety.

The Team Teaching Approach 
broke the mold by incorporating two 
teachers, Mrs. Cindy Selden and 
Mrs. Kathie Danielson, into one 
classroom of thirty-eight students. In 
their first, second and sixth period 
classes, students received two differ- 
ent ways to interpret the classroom 
information. 

"Mrs. Danielson taught School 
Within a School (SWS) English for 
several years and I taught Des Moines 
Plan reading and writing so it has 
been a change for both of us," stated 
Selden. 

In sixth period they incorporated a 
third instructor, Mrs. Linda 
Saddoris, a special education 
teacher, to better meet the needs of all students.

Wait a minute, an E? 

Advancement, Achievement, Accomplishments and 
Enrichment are key words to describe the G/T program. 
It gave the students the opportunity to be challenged 
beyond mere high school levels. These challenges con- 
sisted of college courses, workshops and guest speakers. 

The G/T program has at least 2/0 students enrolled in 
it. Three percent of these students are qualified for the 
funding of these particular courses. The other ninety- 
seven percent are placed in what is called the G/T pool. 
The sponsors for tne program are Mrs. Anda Liepa and 
Mr. Jay Menegft. 

Upward Bound — Like a flock of birds who are bound 
to fly south for winter, the students in the Upward Bound 
program are sure to enter into successful college life. UB, 
a feaerally-funded program, helped students with college 
potential become better prepared for entering college. It 
offered encouragement and opportunity for the students. 
Each year the students attend a six-week on-campus summer program at Central 
College in Pella. They take enrichment classes such as video arts and arama. The summer 
program isn't all work though, in between study hours students have time for play. 

Junior Aubrey Jacobs said, "The trip to St. Louis was the most memorable because 
it was like our farewell goodbye to the wonderful summer that we had. Upward Bound 
was like a party that lasted six weeks long, you were never bored." 

The learning experience didn't just end at the end of six weeks. The students met 
monthly with their college counselors and w ent on several cultural field trips throughout 
the year. 

New Horizons- "At times students cannot see a connection while they are in high 
school, but once they graduate they see that there is a real, real connection. School and 
work go hand in hand, commented work experience advisor Miss Fannie Wilson, who 
directs New Horizons (NH). 

It is a work/study program which is designed to encourage students to stay in school, 
to become more consistent in their attendance, and to improve their school achievement. 

New Horizons provided a labor market for student workers, one could go to the 
employment boara and search for jobs. It made it easier for youth with experiences and 
services to empower themselves in their transition from school to work. 

Work experiences, a major component of the New Horizons program, helped students 
focus on learning for a purpose, to see the connection between what they were being asked 
to learn in school and the application of that knowledge in the work world. 

Career Beginnings — Success can be a wonderful feeling and it's obtained in the 
Career Beginnings Program (CBP). The federally-funded program sponsored by 
DMACC was designed for students determined to achieve their potential through a 
meaningful education and earlv career experience. 

CBP provides college bound students with tutoring sessions at DMACC according to 
the needs of the students. It also provides mentors, academic career guidance and 
enrichment classes during the summer and college campus visits for career and college 
bound students. The sponsors of the program were coordinator Mrs. Kathy Green and 
sponsor Mr. Don Graves. 

"I think Career Beginnings is a good program to help kids get started on a career and 
college," commented Graves. 

Des Moines and Minneapolis are the only cities that contain the program in the 
Midwest. There are 24 around the nation located in western, eastern, and southern parts 
of the nation. 

"The program has benefitted throughout the years due to the fact that past participants 
have said ifit had not been for the program, they wouldn't have gone to college," stated 
Green.

book. 

The laminated lithograph cover is printed with four color process soy ink. Endsheets 
are black and colonial red. The 8.5 M xl 1" book is printed with offset lithography and is 

smyth-sewn, rounded and backed. 

The majority of the copy throughout the book was 10 point Times, with captions in 10 
points and italics. Headlines were primarily done in Bertram, Enviro, Kid-Type, One 
Stroke Script, Rage, Rubber Stamp, and Times fonts. 

All pages were submitted on disk using 9 Macintosh computers and the applications 
Word 5.0, FreeHand 3.0, and PageMaker 4.2a. Backgrounds for some of the pages and 
most of the ads were submitted as camera-ready art. 

Books were sold from September through November for $27.50 with a Student Activ- 
ity Ticket and $30 (without the ticket). The Quill was completed on March 5th.
